I have the honour to present the Annual Report on the work 
of the Health Department for the year 1972. 


The contents of the Report have been compiled in accordance 
with the Ministry of Health Circulars, and the statistics are based on 
information supplied by the Registrar General. 


The estimated population for the year 1972 is 15,100. Other 
statistical figures are given in the report relative to the Birth Rate 
and Death Rate, and the incidence of mortality and infectious disease. 


The Department has been busily concerned with the housing 
circumstances in the town, and slum clearance has again proceeded 
throughout the year. Several blocks of houses have been represented 
as being unfit for habitation. In addition, the improvement of many 
houses by the provision of added amenities was given a considerable 
impetus due to the availability of the 75% Grant Aid, and this has made 
a considerable difference to the number of houses improved in this 
fashion. 


Other routine work of the Department has proceeded 
satisfactorily, and there has been no noteworthy outbreak of infectious 
disease in the year under review. 

I express my appreciation for the co-operation of the members 
of the Health Committee, and the willing service given by the members of 
the staff.

Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in submitting the report on the work of the Health 
Department during the year 1972. 


Housing has again received priority in the Department, and it 
would appear that the work of the Department has been largely involved in 
the improvement and demolition of houses during the period under review. 


Slum Clearance proceeded, and representations were made in 
respect of several new areas which required to be dealt with by demolition, 
but in addition, much work was carried out with regard to the improvement 
of the older houses. In this connection it became necessary to engage 
additional staff relative to the improvement of houses, and it is pleasing 
that the Council support the Improvement Schemes to the full. The Rockliffe 
General Improvement Area is proceeding, and although not yet complete, it 
is clear that a large measure of success will ultimately be achieved. 
Properties in the town which were demolished include an area of Goose Hill 
Street which has now been rehabilitated for car parking and as an amenity 
site, and the Howorth Street area was also demolished and is to be 
redeveloped. 


The demolition of properties in the South Street area has also 
made way for new development, and this has already commenced and will 
continue. 


Other properties in similar areas have already been developed in 
certain cases as Industrial Sites, and in other cases as Amenity Sites, and 
although much work still remains to be done, much progress has already been 
made. 


Every effort is being made to assist applicants for Improvement 
Grants, and the Council have implemented the improvement of houses to the full. 


The Chairman and Members of the Health Committee have shown a keen 
interest in all the work of the Department, and I am grateful for their 
continued support throughout the year, and also my thanks are due to the other 


Officers of the Council for their co-operation, and to the Staff of the Health 
Department for their loyalty and willing co-operation.

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SECTION IV 


ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


Bocial Conditions: 


Chief Occupations: The shoe and slipper trade provides the chief industry 

in the town, and there is also an extensive stone quarry 
within the district, and the combining of materials has also provided an 
additional industry which is growing. 


There is some light engineering, and manufacture of electrical 
equipment, which gives employment to a number of people in the district, and 
in addition there are a number of mills which manufacture felted materials. 


The Council are making every effort to attract new industries, and 
extensions to new works are anticipated. 


The country is hilly, and there are many scattered hill farms with 
small dairy herds. 


(A) SANITARY INSPECTION OF AREA 


Water Supply: 


The water supplied to the Borough of Bacup by Bolton Corporation Water 
Undertaking was satisfactory both as regards quality and quantity. 


Normally, samples of both raw and filtered water are regularly 
subjected to full bacteriological and chemical analysis. Special examinations 
and analyses are made as circumstances require. 


During 1972, 150 samples of raw water were subjected to bacteriological 
examination and partial chemical analysis and 6 to full chemical analysis in 
the statutory area of supply. In addition, 185 samples of filtered and treated 
water received bacteriological examination and partial chemical analysis and 
6 full chemical analysis. The results showed that the filtered and treated 
water was of excellent quality, B Coli being absent in all of the potable water 
samples tested. All water is treated before passing into supply. 


From tests made the water was shown to have no significant plumbo- 
solvent action. No special action was required to be taken in respect of 
any form of contamination. The average natural fluoride content of the water 
supplied to Bacup is 0.15 p.pome Since 1971, the method of testing for lead 
content has been changed to incorporate a greater degree of accuracy. 


The public water mains afforded a direct supply to a population of 
15,100 persons living in Bacup. No supply was afforded to dwellinghouses by 
standpipe.

Rivers and Streams: 


The Mersey River Board is the controlling authority for the main river 
in the Borough, and the Local Authority is responsible for the streams and the 
pertion of the Irwell which joins on to the main river. 


The River Irwell is used in connection with the local industries and 
widely used for trade effluents. 


Public Cleansing: 


The household refuse collection is maintained on a weekly basis from 
all houses in the town, and approximately 7,000 dustbins are emptied weekly 
by the three freighters, each manned by a driver and four loaders. 


Special facilities are also afforded by the Council in respect of 
bulky articles of household furniture and ancillary domestic articles and these 
are collected free on request. 


Additional facilities are aiso made available to the public to 
dispose of their own domestic articles of a bulky nature on the Council's Tip 
at Blackwood, where refuse disposal is carried out by controlled tipping, and 
the Council have in operation a salvage scheme. 


Street cleansing is carried out under the supervision of the Borough 
Surveyor, and gully emptying is done by modern mechanical means. 


Closet Accommodation: 


The closet accommodation in the Borough consists mainly of fresh 
water closets, and gradual abolition of the waste water closets is encouraged 
by the grants made by the Health Committee in respect of conversions. Details 
of the closets other than fresh water closets are given in Table IX, Appendix C. 


Many of the back-to-back houses have joint W.C. accommodation, and 
this type of house would be greatly improved if separate indoor sanitary 
accommodation could be provided. 


Eradication of Bed Bugs: 


In the very rare cases which are hardly ever found, Hydrogen Cyanide 
is used in connection with the disinfestation of household goods when 
transfers are made from infested property to Council houses. Other cases 
are treated with D.D.T. solutions and sprays, and fumigations with Lindane 
and Dieldrin. Some Pyrethrum Powders are also used. 


Atmospheric Pollution: 


The problem of domestic smoke remains one which needs attention, 
and the Council have given some consideration to this matter, although Bacup 
has not been classified as a "black" area. 
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Atmospheric Pollution (continued) 


Work in connection with the making of Smoke Control Areas has 
still not been undertaken, but it 1s anticipated that in the near future this 
work will have to receive very careful consideration, and whilst the 
clearance of unfit houses is receiving first priority, it becomes 
increasingly clear that the declaration of Smokeless Zones will have to be 
seriously considered in the near future. 


Local industrialists and commercial premises still appear to favour 
oil-fired furnaces, and conversions to this fuel are taking place in several 
installations. 


Rodent Control: 


This work is carried out in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, and the Council's sewers were 
continuously treated throughout the twelve month period with Fluoracetamide. 


In addition to this, 54 business premises, 177 dwellinghouses, and 
11 local authority properties which were infested were treated. 


Swimming Baths: 


The Council own and administer the Public Baths which are situated 
in the centre of the town, and modern facilities are available with continuous 
filtration and chlorination plant installed which gives excellent facilities 
from a public health point of view, and the facilities are widely used by the 
public. 


Considerable extensions to the facilities being afforded at the 
public baths, together with other recreational facilities are in the process 
of being carried out, and extensive alterations are envisaged which will again 
considerably improve the facilities available. 


Factories: 


The sanitary accommodation in most of the factories within the 
district is reasonable in standard, but complaints are dealt with as the 
necessity arises. 


Table X, Appendix C, gives a summary of the inspections made and 
details of the results. 


Sanitary Inspection of the Area: 


Experience throughout the year has again shown that a large number 
of the dwellinghouse properties in the town which are not to be demolished are 
very quickly becoming almost wholly owner/occupied. 


It appears from inspections made that the high cost of repairs to 
dwellinghouses is rapidly affecting the position with regard to the private 
ownership of houses which are to let, as the few owners of tenanted houses 
which are left in the town still complain that investment in properties to let 
proves uneconomic. 


A statement in Table VIII, Appendix (C) shows the number and nature 
of the inspections made. 
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(B) HOUSING 


Slum Clearance and Housing matters have for a considerable period of 
time given rise to many problems, and whilst much has already been done, much 
still remains to be done due to the fact that many back to back and back to the 
land houses were constructed many years ago, and the hilly nature of the 
district resulted in many houses being built back to the land. 


The Council's Slum Clearance Programme is still proceeding, and the 
Council have followed a policy of re-making the sites where properties have 
been demolished and redevelopment has not been possible. 


During the year Representations were made in respect of Clearance 
Areas in Blackwood Road, Greenend Street, Fountain Terrace, Slack Bottom and 
Newchurch Road, and further areas in Market Street. 


Other areas previously represented still remain to be completed, and 
much work is already in hand with regard to Slum Clearance and the improvement 
of housing and environmental circumstances within the town. 


The Rockliffe General Improvement Area received attention, resulting 
in the improvement of many houses within this area, and it is pleasing to 
note that the environmental treatment of the area was commenced, and former 
derelict sites have been restored and roadways improved. 


The improvement of many houses in the town is also being achieved 
by making Improvement Grants, and the Council follow a policy of encouraging 
this type of work wherever possible. 


Table XI, Appendix C, gives details of the new houses provided and 
also the action taken with regard to unfit dwellinghouses. 


(Cc) INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION 


Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act: 


Routine visits were made to premises requiring inspection under this 
Act, and all the registered premises within the town have now received a visit 
and inspection, and all the contraventions found have in general received the 
attention of the owners. 


The general standards found on inspections under this Act are fairly 
good, and the co-operation received from all the shopkeepers has been very 
satisfactory. 


Milk Supply: 


The responsibility for the supervision of farms and the production 
of milk having passed to the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, the 
main duty of the Local Authority was in connection with the distributors of 
milk, and the registration of milk distributors, dairies or milk shops. 
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Food Hygiene: 


Routine visits were made during the year to the premises in the Borough 
where ice cream is sold by retail only. 


The bulk of the ice cream which is sold in the town is manufactured by 
persons who have premises outside the Borough, and little difficulty was 
experienced with this commodity. Much of the ice cream is now pre-packed. 


Details of the food condemned and surrendered are given in Table XIII, 
Appendix C. 


Slaughterhouses: 


The Local Authority granted renewal of licences in respect of three 
Slaughterhouses within the Borough during 1972. 


Meat Inspection: 


The operation of the three slaughterhouses above-mentioned was kept 
under strict supervision, and all the animals slaughtered there were inspected 
in accordance with the instructions of the Health Committee, who direct that 
at all times 100% inspection be carried out. Every endeavour, therefore, has 
been made to do this, and details of the animals slaughtered and meat 
condemned will be found in Table XIV. 


The regulations with regard to hygiene in slaughterhouses are 


strictly enforced, and constant supervision is maintained in all the 
slaughterhouses. 


(D) GENERAL 


Petroleum Acts and Carbide of Calcium Order: 
The licensing of petroleum stores is a duty carried out by the Health 


Committee, and 32 licences are at present in operation for the storage of 
petroleum spirit and mixtures.
